Indian unit. We are continuing to learn our consonants and 
blends. 

Kindergarten had a great October with a visit 

from the McKinney fire Dept and our fun pumpkin farm field 
trip. In November we are looking forward to learning about 
theU.S.A, and the first Thanksgiving. We will also get to 
perform a short Thanksgiving play for our parents. 

Second graders are learning all kinds of great 

things this fall! We are beginning a unit on Native Ameri- 
cans in relation to the book we are reading in reading 
groups, Buffalo Before Breakfast. We are continuing to 
learn all the letters in cursive, with special emphasis on our 
last names this month. Our focus in Language this quarter 
is writing correct sentences with proper capitalization and 
punctuation marks. 

Third grade is starting a new novel, The Courage 
of Sarah Noble.
